Now  harken,  readers  all,  and  I  will  tell  the  story  of  a  class  thou  knowest  well. 
Prithee  lend  thine  ears  to  me,  for  that  same  class  will  soon  be  leaving  thee. 

TINT  the  year  of  our  Lord,  1928,  this  goodly  class  entered  the  Hugh  Morson  Higli 
School  as  freshmen,  right  modest  and  bashful.

Basketball  made  its  debut  this  year  under  the  direction  of  Spurlock  and  Gregson 
as  coaches  but  closed  the  season  under  the  coaching  of  Gregson  after  he  was  named 
head  coach  to  succeed  the  former  upon  his  resignation.

The  most  successful  sport  sponsored  by  the  Raleigh  Highs  this  year  was  boxing. 
While  a  comparatively  new  sport  in  the  athletic  make-up  of  the  schools,  boxing  drew 
large  crowds  to  each  of  the  matches  held  here  this  year. 

The  Cauliflower  game  was  introduced  into  the  High  Schools  three  years  ago  as  a 
means  of  physical  training  for  a  few  boys  of  Broughton  High  School. 

The  sport  readily  became  a  favorite,  soon  having  enough  followers  to  make  possible 
a  team.  Mr.  Johnson,  athletic  director,  immediately  volunteered  to  coach  the  boys. 
The  first  year  of  competition  found  Raleigh  riding  whirlwind  fashion  over  all  op- 
position. The  second  year  of  the  sport  gave  Raleigh  the  State  Championship  in  the 
first  High  School  tournament  held  in  North  Carolina.

Raleigh  placed  only  one  state  champion  this  year  in  contrast  to  four  the  previous 
year.

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Frank  Jolly.  Jolly  has  made  a  notable  record  during  his  past  three  years  on  the 
boxing  team.  He  won  the  state  championship  his  second  year  and  was  practically  as- 
sured of  repeating  this  year  but  failed  to  make  the  weight  of  125  pounds.  He  has  the 
unique  distinction  of  having  defeated  three  of  this  year's  state  champions. 

Jack  Dukaway.  Jack  is  a  member  of  that  trio  known  far  and  wide  as  the  "Fighting 
Dunaways."  He  is  co-captain  of  this  year's  team,  and  has  the  most  impressive  record 
of  any  member  of  the  team.    Jack  fights  at  122  pounds  and  is  a  clever  boxer. 

Ar,  Dunaway.  Al  is  a  member  of  the  "Fighting  Dunaways"  and  is  co-captain,  fighting 
in  the  135  pound  class.  He  has  a  good  record  in  competition.  Lately  Al  has  had  a 
tendency  to  fight  to  a  draw  but  has  been  able  to  come  through  with  a  majority  of  wins. 

Billy  Hanna.  Hanna  is  a  classy  fighter  and  goes  out  to  win  with  the  strike  of 
the  gong.  His  victories  are  all  impressive  and  leave  no  doubt  in  the  referee's  mind 
as  to  the  winner.    Billy  keeps  on  his  toes  and  is  always  alert. 

Seamon  Hudson.  Seamon  isn't  a  very  colorful  fighter,  but  he  can  nearly  always  be 
depended  on  for  a  victory.    Hudson  fights  flat-footed  and  packs  a  mean  punch. 

Harry  Beddoes.  Harry  is  one  of  the  most  consistent  fighters  on  the  team.  He  nearly 
always  comes  through  with  a  victory  in  the  pinch.  Harry  fights  in  the  125  pound 
class.    He  has  a  long  reach  and  is  able  to  carry  the  fight  easily. 
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The  1931  baseball  team  presented  by  Raleigh  was  one  of  the  strongest  in  recent 
years.  The  team  fought  its  way  to  the  Eastern  Championship  and  then  defeated 
Charlotte  in  the  State  Championship  game. 

The  Championship  game  was  a  thriller  from  start  to  finish,  being  a  pitching  duel 
between  Reeves  and  the  Charlotte  twirler.  Reeves  allowed  only  two  hits  while  his 
mates  were  getting  four. 

The  team  won  all  of  its  other  games  and  stamped  itself  as  the  best  in  recent  history 
and  was  the  first  Raleigh  team  to  vanquish  a  western  team  in  competition  on  the  athletic 
field  in  many  years. 

Nearly  all  of  the  team  was  lost  through  graduation  and  it  has  been  necessary  to 
build  this  year's  team  from  the  ground  up,  as  there  are  only  three  letter  men  returning.
